For the Year ending March, 1876. 


The Superintending School Committee, in compliance with the law, 
respectfully submits the following report: 


DISTRICT No. 1. 
Hirst Term. Miss Abbie Lougee, Teacher. 


Length of School, 8 weeks. 
Number of pupils, 16. 

Average attendance, 14 4-5. 
Pupils not absent 1-2 day, 4. 
Pupils not tardy during term, 7. 


In many of our schools it is more difficult to govern than to 
teach. This is largely due to home influences, but in this dis- 
trict the parents, mindful of the duties which they owe to 
society, so train their children at home that their government 
at school is an easy task. This condition of things we find so 
desirable that we are led to say to parents in other localities, 
‘“Go ye and do likewise.” Though this was Miss Lougee’s first 
experience in the vocation in which so few are really successful, 
yet with the valuable aid rendered her by the condition of things 
above mentioned, the result of her labors was a pleasant and 
profitable term. 
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Second Term. Mr. Edwin €. Goodwin, Teacher. 


Length of School, 9 weeks. 
Nuinber of pupils, 17. 

. Average attendance, 16 2-15. 
Pupils not absent 1-2 day, 3. 
Pupils not tardy during term, 15. 

To a teacher of the experience and ability of Mr. Goodwin 
and im a cistrict like this, where all the influences tend to aid 
a teacher’s well directed efforts, failure is out of the question. 
Success is easy. The closing examination of this school gave 
ample evidence of an earnest term’s work by both teacher and 
pupils. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 
Miss Erances &. Maxfield, Teacher. 


Length of School, 11 weeks. 
Number of pupils, 14. 

Average attendance, 9 48-55. 
Pupils not absent 1-2 day, 0. 
Pupils not tardy during term, 2. 


The Prudential Committee of this district, in view of the 
limited school fund at’his disposal, wisely decided to expend it 
all in one term, and it is occasion for regret that this one term 
could not have been more regularly attended—that not one 
pupil could be able to attend every day of the term. Two 
things for which parents are in a great degree responsible are 
requisite to a successful school—regular attendance and careful 
attention to study. Unless parents labor to secure these things, 
they cannot reasonably expect great progress by their children. 
Though Miss Maxfield assumed the responsible position of a 
teacher this term for the first time, yet she manifested a good 
degree of skill and earnestness and the result of her labors was 
advantageous to those under her tuition. Her reading classes 
deserve especial mention for their commendable progress. 
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DISTRICT No. 3. 
Fist Term, Miss Ada H. Williams, Teaches, 


Length of School, 8 weeks. 
Number of papils, 33, 

Average attendance, 26. 

Pupils not absent 1-2 day, 2. 
Pupils not tardy during term, 26. 


Near the beginning of the school year, certain men in our 
village whose deep interest in educational matters has led them 
to witness with sorrow the defects of owr mixed schools, took 
ineasures te unite districts No. 3, Ne. 4, and No. 0, for the 
purpose of adopting the Graded School System—an end earn- 
estly desired by all our citizens who have at heart the interests 
of the rising generation. But unfortunately for the success of 
this commendable endeavor, men were found, whe had no direct 
personal interest in schools, who spared no pains to defeat the 
measure—not because it was not a good one, but because cer- 
tain men who favored it were objectionable to them. What a 
sad sight, to see old men, almost re ady to step into the grave, 
exerting their influence against education and in favor of 
ignorance, ready to strike a blow even at the very foundation of 
society, simply to gratify a low, unmanly prejudice! Young 
men, do not follow in their lead. You can never make of your- 
selves true men by the initation of any such an example, 
And te you who defeated this measure let me say, if this gene- 

‘ation, on whose prospects this blow of yours has fallen with 
with such telling effect, shall in the years to come rise up and 
curse your memories, your heirs can console themselves with 
the comforting thought that snch a punishment is very light 
compared with what justice demands. Could this school have 
been graded, as desired, the teacher’s labors might have been 
productive of better results. As it was, the earnest efforts. of 
Miss Williams left their visible effects. In point of order this 
school ranks among the first in town.

Miss Cheney is a teacher of large experience, and having 
taught four terms previous to this in this district, was neither a 
stranger to parents in this locality nor to the wants of the 
school. A slight opposition was manifested when it was ascer- 
tained that the choice of teacher had fallen on this lady, but as 
it came largely from a class whose deepest anxiety was to 
ascertain the political views of her connexion, it was not deemed 
worthy of notice. Miss Cheney sustained her former high rep- 
utation as a thorough, earnest, practical teacher and succeeded, 
as she always does, in accomplishing a good work for those 
under her charge. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 
@irst Term. Miss Emma &. Tasker, Teacher. 


Length of School, 10 weeks, 

Number of pupils, 46. 

Average attendance, 36 1-4, 

Pupils. not absent 1-2 day. 

Pupils not tardy during Spin 

The proposition for uniting districts and vai, schools, 

referred to in the report of district number 8, was also sub- 
mitted to this district and met the same fate from the same 
causes. Miss Tasker possessed ample mental qualifications to 
teach this school successfully, and had she received that sup- 
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port from parents, that a teacher has a right to expect, the sum- 
mer school in district number 4 might haye been one of the best 
in town. But is it reasonable to expect a hearty support to 
anything good from men who willingly place obstructions in the 
way of educational progress, to the injury not only of the pres- 
ent, but of future generations, all to gratify low political preju- 
dice and personal animosity’ Miss Tasker did her best. An- 
gels could do no more. 


Second Term, Mr, Frank £. Randall, Teacher, 


Length of School, 9 weeks, 
Number of pupils. 49. 

Average attendance, 43. 

Pupils not absent 1-2 day. 4. 
Pupils not tardy during term, 48, 

Mr. Randall is one of our ablest and most experienced teach- 
ers. Possessing a large fund of general information, a therongh 
knowledge of the principles of the text books used, and the yal- 
uable faculty of imparting information to his pupils so -Clearly 
that they readily comprehend it, he met with as good a degree 
of success as could be expected of any ene in his place. He 
had at least two grades to teach and consequently two days’ 
work to do each day. The result was, something must be neg- 
lected. Was this the teacher’s fault? No. It was the fault of 
your school system.

The Prudential Committee of this district was one of the fore- 
most in urging a union of the village districts for purposes set 
forth in the report of districts No. 3 and No. 4, but the measure 
failing he wisely decided to grade No. 5 alone. It was not 
thought best to have a summer term of the High School, as the 
pupils of that grade would not generally attend during this 
season; but as several came into the Grammar School advanced 
beyond the standard established for this grade, it was decided to 
provide means for their instructlon. Arrangements were made 
with the teacher of the Grammar School to instruct those of the 
Wigh School grade who chose to attend between the hours of 
4 and 6 in the afternoon. 

Fall Term. 


For want of suitable accommodations elsewhere. the pupils of 
this grade, numbering 26, were placed in the Pittsfield Acad- 
emy and their tuition for English Branches paid from the funds 
of the district. A good degree of progress was made by the 
several classes.

If you allow your boys to shirk the 
duties of school, you not only send them out into the world 
unfitted by mental culture for the duties of life, but you also 
teach them a lesson which, if followed out, will lead them to 
shirk the great duties and responsibilities of life. Remember 


“As the twig is bent. 
The tree is inclined.” 


The past success of Miss Foss as a teacher is so well known to 
the people of Pittsfield, that it would be a waste of words for 
me to particularize the many things worthy of commendation 
observed at her examination. Let it suffice that her earnest 
efforts, while in charge of this school, were so abundantly suc- 
cessful as to call forth from the large number of visitors present 
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at the close of the Fall term, the commendatory exclamation, 
‘This is the best examination I ever witnessed.” The Winter 
term was equally successful.

Allow these little one to be careless and untidy, negligent of 
their duties and heedless of the laws of the school, and you 
will send out into the world in a few years, a class of thriftless, 
incompetent business men, regarding neither their own interests, 
the interests of society nor the laws of the land; proving a 
curse to themselves, to their friends and the world at large. 
But on the other hand you instil into their young minds prin- 
ciples of obedience to the laws of the school, neatness and a 
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careful, systematic attention to all their duties, and you are 
fitting for the coming duties of manhood, a class of energetic, 
systematic business men and law abiding, peaceful citizens, who 
will prove a blessing to the werld and of whom their friends 
may justly feel proud. Miss Dow seemed peculiarly adapted 
by nature to this important position. Possessing a natural lik- 
ing for the society of little ones, deing everything in the school 
room, by a perfect system, kindly theugh firmly exacting 
implicit obedience to all the rules of school, no queen ever 
reigned more absolutely than she in the hearts of her pupils. 
Music, declamation and oral instruction. so pleasantly varied 
the exercises of each day as to keep up a lively interest in the 
minds of her pupils. Of the many things deserving the highest 
commendation, allow me to call your attention especially to the 
writing class. The writing books exhibited at the closing exam- 
ination were a credit to both teacher and pupils, so neatly were
